Moſt Reverend Fathers, 
and Reverend Brethren, 
He ſpecial Providence of God, and His Majeſties tender 
regard of the Peace and Conſciences of His Subje&s,and 
his defire of their concord in the chings of God, hath pur 
int&eur hands this opportunity of peaking ro you as 
humble Pericioners, as well as Commiſſioners, on rhe behalf of theſe 
yettroubled and unhealed Chutches,and of many thouſand ſouls thar 
are dearto Chriſt; on whoſe behalf, wee are preſled in ſpiric in the 
lenſe of our duty, moſt earnefily to beſeech you, as you render the 
peace and proſperity of cheſe y; a the comfort of His Majeſty 
m the unign of his Subje&s, and the peace of your ſouls iFthe great 
day of your accounts, thar laying by all former andpreſenc exaſpera- 
ting and alienating differences, you will not now deny us your cons 
ſent and aſſiftance ro thoſe means that ſhall bee proved honeſt 
and cheap, and needtul co thoſe great, deſirable ends, for which 
Vee poſes co have our offices , and our lives, 
e things which wes humbly beg of you are theſe. 
© 1, Thar youwill grant what wee have here propoſed and craved 
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of you.in our Preface ; Even your charitable Interpretation, accep- 
rance of, and confent unto the alterations and addicions to the Licur- 
gy nov tendered unto you, thar being inſerted, as wee have expreſ- 
ſed, ic [ may bee lefc co the Miniſters choice to uſe one or other ac 
his diſcretion] upon His Majelties approbation, according to his 
gracious declaration -concerning Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, , Aw! that 
( ſeeing -wee: cannot obtain rhe form, of - Epiſcapal Govertment, 
deſcribed by rhe hare R2verend Primace of frdland, and approved by 
many Epiſcopal Divines) wee may ar leaſt enjoy thoſe bentfits of 
Reformarion in Diſcipline, and that freedome from Subſcriprion , 
Oaths ahd Cetemonies, which are granted m the ſaid Declaration, 
by the means of your'charitable Mediation and Requett, 

2, Seeing ſome hundreds of able, holy, fairhful Minifters are of 
late caſt our, andinot onely very many of their Fanvlies in great di- 
ſtreſs, bur (which is of far greater moment) abundance of Congre- 
gations in Exgland, Ireland and Wales, are overſpread with lameu- 
cable i2norance, and are defticute of able, faithful Teachers: And 
ſeeing roo manyrchir-are infufficient, negligent, or ſcand{uus, are 
ever the Flocks (not meaning this as an accuſation of any that are 
not gmlry, nor a diſhonourable Refle&ion on any party, much leſs 
on the whole Church) wee take tis opportunity earneſtly to be- 
ſeech you, that you will contribure your indeavours to the hag 
of-rhoſe that are.che ſhame. and burdens of the Churches; and tothe 
R=(tauracion of ſuch as may bee an honour and blefſmg ro them, And 
to thac end, that it bee nor impured ro them as cheir unpardanable 
Crime,, that they were born in an Age and Country which required 
Ordination by Parochial Paſtors, withour Dio-eſans : And chit Re- 
ordinarion, {whether abſoluce or hyporherical) bee not made. neceſ- 
ſary to the furure exerciſe of their Miniſtry, Bat that an Univerſal 
Confirmation may bee granted of choſe ordained as aforeſaid, they 
being (ill reſponhble for any perſonal inſufficiency or crime, Were 
theſe ryogranced (The Confirmation of the Grants im His Majefte; 
Declaration, with the liberty of the Reformed Licurgy offered you, 
and che reftoring of able, fairhful Minifters ro a capacity to-bee 
{erviceable in the Church of God, without forcing them againft thei: 
conſciences to bee Re-ordained ) how great would bee rh2 benefics 
to this unworthy Nation ? ., Hoy glad would yo make the peoples 
hearts ? how chankful- ſhould wee bee {for the cauſe of Chriſt, and 
the ſouls of mzn). to thoſe rhat grant them, and procure them; being 
eon{cious that wee ſeek nor great things for our felves , or Ao ws 
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chan ourdaily bread, with ſuch freedome and advancage for the la 
bours of our Miniltry, as may moſt conduce to the ſucce(s, the in- 
creaſe of holineſs and peace; wee ſhall rake the boldneſs ro ſecond 
theſe Requeſts, with many of our reaſons, which wee think ſhould 
prevail for your conſenr, chufing rather co incur whatſoever cenfures 
or offence may by atty bee taken-againſt our neceflary freedome of 
expreſſion, than to bee filenr ar ſuch a time as this, when thouſands of 
che ſervants of the Lord, that are either deprived of theic faichfal 
Teachers, or in fears of lofing chem, togerher with the freedomne 
of rheir conſciences in Gols workup, do cry day and night' co Hea- 
ven for help, atid would cry alſo in your ears with moze imporcu* 
nace Requetts, if chey had but the opportunity as now wee have, 

And 1, Wee beſzech you bear with vs while wee remember 
you, that you are Paſtors of the flock of Chrift, who are bound to 
feed rhem, and to preach in ſeaſon, and our of ſeaſon, -and to bee 
laborious in che Word and DoArine; bur are not bound to hinder 
all others from this blefled work, that dare nor uſe a Croſs or Sur- 
plice, of worſhip God in a form whichthey judge diſorderly, defe- 
Give, or corrupt, when they have bercer co offer him (al. 1. 13, 
14.) Is ir not for macter and phraſe at leaft as agrecable co the holy 
Scriptures ? If (0, wee beſeech you ſuffer us to uſe ir, who ſeek 
nothing by ic, but to —— as nheer as wee can, according to 
his will, whois jealous 1n che matters of his worſhip. Tf indeed 
yours have more of ſirengrh, and ours of weakneſs, yer ler not Fa- 
chers caſt the children from the Houſe of God, becauſs they are fick 
ar weak, and need the more compaſſion; let not our Phyficians re- 
ſolve theic Parienrs ſhall all bee famiſhed, or caſt off,” whoſe rem- 
perature and apperices cannot agree to feed on the ſame diſh, with 
che ſame preparation and ſauce. Hee thar thrice charged Peter as 
hee loved him, to feed his Lambs and Sheep, did never think of 
charging him todeny them food, or turn them our of his fold, or for- 
bid all others to feed chem, unleſs they could digeft ſuch forms and 
ceremonies, and ſuperſcriprions as-outs. 

2. May wee preſume to:minde you, that rhe Lord of the Harveſt 
hath commanded us topray that more Labourers may bee ſent ities 
the Harveft, (For fill proportionably- the- Harveſt is greac, and 
the: Labourers are few ) Ma. 9:37; And char the Lord hack not 
furniſhed them with his gifts in vain, nor lighted cheſe Candles tc 
put under a Buſhel, bur AY 4 fer on-a "Candleſtick, rhat chey 
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may give light.es all chac are ir-che houſe, Afat.5.15: An thu there 
are few Nations under the Heavens of God, as fac as iwe2 can learn, 
rhat have more able, holy, faithful, laborious and truly -peaceae 
P:eachers Of the Goſpel (proprotionably) than: thoſe arg that ara 
B6\V caſt out in Exglard, and are like in Exglard, Scotland, and Ire- 
lard, to bee caſt our, if che old Conformity bee urged. This wicveſs 
15 true, which in Judgement wee bear, and mutt record againſt all 
the reproaches of uncharicableneſs, ,vhich rhe Juſtiber, of che Riph- 
reous at his day will effe&ually confure, Wee therefore beſeech you, 
thac when thouſands of ſouls are rexdy to famiſh for wane. of che 
bread of Life, and thouſands more are grieved for the E;eftion of 
their faithful Guides, the Labourers may mt bez-kepr our, upon the 
account of ſuch Forms or Ceremonies, of Re-ordinarion; at leaſt ll 
you have enow as fir' as chey ro ſupply their places, and then wee 
thall never petition you fo: them more. 

3- And wee beſcech you confider when you ſhould promote the 
Joy and thankfulneſs of His Majetties Subjects for his happy Reſtau- 
ration, whether « bee equal and ſeaſonable to bring upon fo 
many of them fo great calamities as thz change of able, fairhful 
Miniſters, for ſuch as they cannor comfortably commir the conduct 
of their ſouls ta, and: the depriving them of the Liberry of che Pub- 
lick Worſhip; calanuies far greacer than rhe meer lo#s of all their 
worldly ſubſtance can amount to: !n aday of Common Joy to 
bring this cauſelefly on ſo many of His NM ajetties Subjects, and to 
force chem rolye down in hearr-breaking-ſerrows, as being almoſt 
as far undone, as Man can doe it ; this 1s not a due requial. of che 
Lord for ſo grext deliverances : Eſpecially confidering, that if ir 
were never {© certain, chat ic is rhe fin of the Miniſters char dare nor 
bee Re-ordained, or conform; its hard chat ſo many thouſand inno- 
cert people ſhould ſuffer even in their ſouls for rhe faulcs of os 
thers. 

4+ Andif wee thought it would not bez miſ-incerpreced, wee 
would here r2member you, how great and-con(1derable a part of che 
three Nations they are, thar mult-eicher incur cheſe ſufferings, or 
cendole themthac undergo'them; and how great a grief-ir will-be 
to His Majelty, co ſee his grieved ſubjeRs; and how great a joy ic 
will bee to.bim, - co. have. cheir heacry thanks and prayers, and. ſee 
them live in proſpericy, peace-and. comfote under his mott happy 
Government. . | '. |

compaſhonare your poor afflicted Brechren ia their ſufferings. It is,in 
your own account,bur for refuling Conformity to things indifferere,,n: 
at rhe moſt,of no necefluy to ſalvation, Ir is in their account for the 
ſake of Chriſt, becauſe chey dare nor conſenc co that which they 
judge to be an uſurpation of his Kingly power, and an accuſation. of 
bis Laws 4s iſutficienc, and b2caule they dare nor bee guilty of 
addicion toy or diminution of bis Warſhip, or of worſhipping him 
afcec any o:her Lav, than chit by which chey muſt bee judged, . or 
ſuch as is m2erly ſubordinare co thac, Suppoſe they bee miftak2n. 
in chinking che chings to bee ſo dilplealing ro God; yer it is com- 
menuJable in chem ro bez feartul of diſpleating him, and careful to 
obey him; a diſpolicion neceſlary co all chat will bee ſaved, and 
therefore to bee loved and cheriihed in them by the Paſtors of the 
Church ; who ſhould bee very cender of putting them to ſuffering, 
or calting them our of the Church, becauſe they dare not. do thar 
which they judge to-bze fo great a fin agunlt rhe. Lord, deſerving 
damnacion to themſelves. .. Should noc che love of ChriR mand 
us to bee render of rho'e that are ſorend2r of his honour, and to t ake 
heed . whac wee do co men for raking heed of fin, and being afraid 
ro. offend the Lord; and ſhould not the ſpecial love of Chriſtans, and 
th common love of men, command. us, to bee loath rodrive-men by 
penalties, upon thar which they judge doth cend cotheir everlaſting 
damnation, and wiich indzed doch rend ro ir,becauſe they judge ir 
£ to doz For hee that will d» that which hee thiris to bee fo greac 
a fin as is before deſcribed, ropleaſe mn, or roeſcape their punith- 

ent, nodoube deſerveth the wrath of God, and thoald wee nor 
bee loach.co drive men upon fin and conde mnacion; though wee 
were ſure chat their own inficmity is the occaſion, If it bee ſaid, char 
by. chis Rule noching (hall be: commanded, if men will bur ſcruple 
its Wezaniwer, Things in chemſelves neceflary, or commanded by 
God, mutt bee commanded by man, b:cauſe (crup'es make them 
noc unneceſſary, and make not void. the Laws. of God, and it vill 
bee a fin even to the ſcrupulous ro. Giſobey : Bur things diſpenhble, 
and of rh2mſelves unneceilary, ſhould not bez rigocoufly urged up- 
on him, co whom they would bee a fin, and cauſe. of condemnation, 
Ic ts incaſe of things indiffe;ent in your own. judgement, that wee 
now ſpeak. If it bee (aid, that it is humgur, prime, or fingularity, ac 
pezvithneſs, or faction, and nor true tenderoeſs of confcience.thar 
cauſerh the doubrs, or non»:onfornmyty of theſe men. Wee anſwer,

farſt proved. guilty of them z and'not upon nwlticudes unnamed 11d 
unknown and without proef4 and you know it is the prerogarive of 
God ro ſearch the heurr, and rhac hee hath ſaid , Judge not thay yee 
be not judged, for with what jndgemant yee judge, yee ſhall bee judged, 
and with what meaſure ytt mete , it ſhall bee moaſured to you again, 
Mat. 7.1, 2. Ad who att thon that judgeſt andrher mans ſervant, tv 
hu own Mafter , hee ſtaudeth or fallethy, yea, bee ſhall bee holden up , 
for God is able to make him fland, Rom. 14. 4. And who can pre- 
rend to bee berrer acquainted with their hearts , than are 
themſelves ! For what man knoweth the things of @ man , ſave the ſpi- 
rit of a man , which ts in him; x Cor, 2+ 17. And they are readyto 
appealto the dreadful God, the ſearcher of hearts, and rhe hater 
of Hypoctrifie , that if ir were nor for fear of finning a” him, 
and wounding their conſcienees, and hazarding, and hindering 
their (alvation , they would readily obey you in all crheſe things ; 
1hat it is their fear of fin and damnation that 1s their Impediment, 
chey Gready co give you all the aflurance, char mancan giveby 
the ſolemineſt profeſſions , or by oath if juſtly called ro its 

And one would think chart aliccle Charity might ſuffice to enable 
you to belceve them , when rheir non-compliance brings them un- 
der ſuffering , and their compliance , is the viſible way to favour; 
(afery, and proſpericy inthe world. And ifmen chat'thus appeal ro 
God concerning the incenrion of their own hearts , cannot bee be. 
tkeeved, even when the Stare of cheir worldly intereſt beats witneſs 
to their profeſſions, bur another ſhall ftep inco che Throne of che 

earr-ſearching-God , and ſay | It 1s nor as they ſay, of ſwear, It 
i3 nor conſcience, but obſtinacy or fingulariry ] all humane con- 
verſe upon theſe rerms will bee ovethrown : Ahq what remedy 
have they ,- bur partently towair » till God that chey have Appeal- 
edt», ſhall decide the doubt , and ſhew who were the Aﬀertours 
of truth or falſhood. 

6 And wee crave leave to repreſeft ro you the grear diſpropote- 
on , inneceſſity and worch, berween the things mn quefiton , and 
the ſalvation of ſo many, as may bee orained by the free and 
faichful exerciſe of the Miniftery , of rhoſe thar now are , 2nd thar 
are yer like ro bee laid afide ; Do yeu think the Lord thar died for 
ſouls , andharh ſent us to learn what chat meaneth [ / wi have wer- 
cy and mot ſacrifice; Mat. 9.13. |is berrer pleaſed with Re-ordination, 
Subſcription , ad Ceremonies 5 than with the ſaving of ſouls, by 
the means of his own appoimmeac : Tf it bes {aid chat Publick -

det and peace and concord do prowore the ſalvarion of many , -and 
therefore are to bee preferred before the ſalvation of fewer. Wee 
anſwer , Concord in holy obedience to GoJ doch. indeed promote 
the falyarion of all chat enterrainic z bur Concord in Ceremonies , 
or Re-ordination , . of Oarhs of obedience to Diozeſane, or in your 
queſtianed garricular forms of Prayer , do neitherin their nature , 
or by vertue of any promiſe of God , ſo much conduce ro mens 
falvation ; as the preachingof the Goſpel doth , by able faichful 
and laberious Miniſters, And how comes it co paſs that unity, con- 
ord and order muſt bee placed in choſe things , which are no way 
neceflary thereto ! Will there not bee arder and concord in Holy 
obedience and acceptable werſhiping of God , on the rerms which 
wee: now propoſe and crave z without the foreſaid matrer of cf- 
fence? .Wee here ſh:w you that wee are. no Enemies toorder , and 
our long importunity for the means of concord , doththey that we? 
are ng enemies toconcords 

If ic bee aid , that other men that will conformro the things in 
queſtion may converc and ſave ſouls berrer than thoſe that arefa&i- 
ous and diſobedient: Wee firſt humbly crave that reproach may 
not bee added toafflition, and that none may bee: called factious 
that are ner proved ſuch; and that Laws umpofing things indiffe- 
rentin your juczement, and finfull in theirs, may not bee made 
the rule to judge of faction : Burtthat men who live inoffenſive- 
ly under civill Government, and in matters of Faith and Worſhip, 
ſubſcribe to all contained m the holy Scriprures ; and indeavour to 
prong Univerſal Peace and Charvy on theſe rermes, may not 

e made offenders by the making of Laws and Canons , that mult 
force them to bee ſuch : Conſequently Dame! was an offender tha: 
would not forbear praying openly by the ſpace of thirty daies. Bur 
anrecedently ro that Law , hee was confeſſed juſt, by rhem tha: 
ſaid | Wee ſnall wt finde any occaſion againſt this Damel , txcept wee 
finde it againft him concerning the Law of his Ged | DanG; 5,7, 10. 
The Law which hee muſt break was made to make him a breaker of 
that Law ; take away that law and take away his faulr, Wee accuſe 
none of the like incencions, bur wee muſt ſay, thar ic is eake to make 
any man an offender, by making laws which his conſcience will nor 
allow him co obſerve , and ics as eaſi2 ro make that ſame man ceaſe 
cs ſeem Gdiſobedient , o>fiinare, or factious , withour any change ar 
allin him , by taking down ſuch needleſs Laws, Wee may again 
remember you what Chriſt a ſecond time doth preſs , Hat. 12. 7.

Andnexc, ta the reſt of the obqetion, wee anlſiver g Thar ſad 
experience cells the world , char if the Mimiſters that wee ate plead- 
ing for, bee laid aſtde, there are not competent men enough to 
ſupplie cheir Rooms , and equally co promore the ſalvation of che 
flocks : This is acknowldged by them who (till give 1c as the reaſon 
why Minifers are not to bee truſted with the expretiing of their de- 
fires in their own words, nor ſo much as to chute which Chapter co 
read , as well as which Text to preach on , to their Avditours, be- 
cauſe wee ſhall have Miniſters ſo weak , as to bee unhr for ſuch a 
rruft : And men that are not wiſe enough for ſoeahie a pare of their 
dury , as to chuſe fit portions of Scripture toread, are unlikely to 
afford an equal afſittance to rhe ſalvarion of che people inſtead of 
the labours of ſuch as wee are ſpeaking for, 

7 And it muſt bez remembred thar in our Ordination, wee muſt 
profeſs thar | wee are periwaced rhat the Holy Scriptures contain 
tufhciently all Doctrine , required of necel{ity for eternal ſalvani- 
on, &c. ] and that wee will reach or maintain nothing as required 
of neceſſity to eternal ſalvation , bur chat which wee are perſwaded 
may bee concluded and proved by che ſame | andrhat one of the 
articles of rhe Church conraineth the ſame doarine of the fſcriprures 
ſufficiency : and co theie wee are called ro ſubſcribe ; And the per- 
ſon3 that wee now ſpeak for , 27e ready ro ſubſcribe ro all contain- 
ed in the Holy Scriptures, and willing to bee oblieged by the 
Laws of mntopratie ic: And hee rhar hath all chings neceflary 
to ſalyation 1s received of God , and ſhould therefore bee received 
by the Church , if the Ap:Rles argument bee good , Rome. 14. 1. 3. 
{ For God hath received him | ſeeing then you do profe(s that none 
of your Impotitions that cannor bee concluded from the ſcriprure , 
are neceflary to ſalvation, let them nor conſequenrially bee made 
neceflary ret, and more neceſſary than that which is ordinarily 
neceſlary. 

If you ſay, that ſo many men ſhall bee forbidden to preach, un- 
teſs chey dare Subſcribe aad uſe theſe rh ings; you will rempr chem ro 
infer, that Preaching being ordinarily neceſlary to ſalvation , Romy, 
10. 1.4- And theſe things called indifferent being made neceſſary rs 
preaching and preferred before it, therefore rhev are made neceſla- 
ry to ſalvation, and preferred before that Which God hath made ne» 
ceflary ; | 
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If it bee ſaid, thar this will as much. follow the making of any 
other indifferent thing ro bee neceſlary ro preaching, and ſo the 
Church ſhall make no orders; Wee anſwer. 

I, That ſmaller things muſt nor bee umpoſed by unproportionable 
penalties. 

2. That though the Church may prefer a ſober , peaceable 
Preacher before one thar” is Schiſmarical and unpeaceable (which 
is not at all ro exclude Preaching) yet the Church may not make any 
thing neceſſary ro Preaching ir ſelf; char 1s of ic ſelf unneceſſary, and 
nor anrecedenrly neceſſary, at lealt by accidenc, 

8. And.if our Religion be laid upon your particular Liturgy, wee 
ſhall reach che Papiſts further to inſulc , by asking us, where was 
our Religion to hundred years ago? The Common-Prayer-Book 
as differing from the Maſs-Book, being not ſo old, and that which 
might then bee che matrer of a chatge , 1s not ſo unchangeable ic 
ſelf, bur that thoſe Alrerations may bee accepted for ends ſo de- 
firable as are now before us. 

9. And wee humbly crave that wee may nor. in this bee more ri- 
gorouſly dealt with, than the Paſtors and People of the Ancienc 
Caurches were : If wee may not have the Liberry of the Primitive 
times, when for ought can bee proved, no Licurgical Forms were 
impoſed upon any Church, yer at leaftler us have the liberry of the 
following Ages, when under the ſame Prince there were diverſity of 
Licurgies, and particular Paftors, had the power of making and 
altering them for their particular Churches, 

10. And if you ſhould reje& (which God forbid) the moderate 
propoſals which now and formerly wee have made, wee humbly 
crave leaveto offer ir to your confideration, what Judgement all 
che Proreſtant Churches are likely ro paſs on your proceedings, and 
how your cauſe and ours will ftand repreſenced to them, and to all 
ſucceeding Ages. Though wee earneſtly defire the, tolleration of 
thoſe tha are collerable, and the peaceable Liberries of all char a- 
gree on the Catholick rerms of Primitive Simpliciry, in Do&rine, 
Worſhip and Diſcipline, yet have wee our ſelves {6 fac drawn neer 
you, as thar the world will ſay, you reje& thoſe that are fgr Epiſco- 
Pacy ir ſelf, and ſer Forms of Liturgy, and are nor ſo much as 
charged by you at all, as diſagreeivg in any point of Faith, if you 
ſhall reje& us.It afrer our ſubmifſion ro His Majeſties Declarationg 
and afrer our own Propoſals of the Primitive Epiſcopacy, ' and of 
ſuch a Liturgy as here wee tender, wee may not bee permicred £6 
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exerciſe onr Miniftery, or enjoy the Publick Worſhip of God, the 
Pens of thoſe learned, moderate Biſhops will bear witneſs againſt 
you, thar were once employed as the chief Defenders of that cauſe 
{wee mean ſuch as Reverend Biſhop Hall, and #{her) who have 
publiſhed cothe world, that much leſs than this might have ſerved 
to our fraternal Unity and Peace, If you would not grant this Li- 
berty, and Communion to others , with whom Chnft will hold 
Communion in grace and piety; yer it will appear more ſtrange to 
the world, that you ſhould cat out che Epiſcopat alſo, that dare 
not go beyond che Rule bf Hoty Scripture, and the Example of Pri- 
mirive Simplicity. | 

And wee doubt not bur you know, how new and firange a thing 
iris that you require inthe point of Re-ordination : When a Ca- 
non amongſt choſe called the ApoRtles gepoſeth thoſe that Re-ordain 
and chat are re-ordained;And when it is a thing that both Papiſts a 
Proteſtants condemn, when not onely the former Biſhops of Enge 
lard, that were more moderate were againſt ity but evenche moft 
fervent adverſaries of the Presbyrerian way; ſuch as Biſhop Bar- 
croft himſelf, how ſtrange maſt tt needs ſeem ro che Reformed 
Churches, ro the whole Chnitian world, and ro furure Generations, 
that ſo many able, fairhful Miniſters ſhould bee laid by as broken 
Veſſels, becauſe rhey dare nor bee re-ordained ? and that ſo many 
have been putupon ſo new and ſo generally diſ-reliſhed 8 thing? 

11. And wee crave leave to remember you, chat the Holy Ghoft 
hath commanded you to over-ſee the flock, not by conftrainr, bur 
willingly, not as being Lords over Gods Hetirage, bur as Enſamples 
ro the Flock: And that it is not onely more comfortable to your 
ſelves to bee loved as the Fathers, than ro be eſteemed the AfiQers 
of rhe Church, but rhar it is needful to rhe ends of your Miniftry 
for che people't When you are loved, your Do@trine will more 
eakly bee received :'But when men think that their ſouls or libergies 
are etdangered by you, irs eakie to judge how much they are like to 
ptofit by you. 

13, And you know if wee are nor itt point of Ceremonies or 
Forms in every thing of your mind; ir is no more ſtrange ro haveva- 
ety of intelleAual Apptehenfions in the ſame Kirgdome and 
Church,chat variety of tethperatures and degrees of age and ftrengrh. 
K His Majeſty ſhould expel all thoſe from his Dominions, chat are , 
not {© wiſe, ag ſolidly co jadge, wherher the Liturgy as before, or as 
was reformed, bee rhe deft, yer whether this bee imolterable in 
compaTriſen. 
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compariſon of yours, and wherher God bee pleaſed or difpleaſed 
with your Ceremonies, ic would bee too great a diminution of his 
ſubjeRs, and if you ſhould turn all ſuch our of the Kingdome of 
Chriſt, iu would bes liker a difparing, than a gathering, and a 
deſtroying, than an edifying of his Church : And you have not yoar 
er to deſtrugion, bur to edification, 2 Cor, 10,8. & 13, 20, 
you =y_ do all chings for the peoples edifying, 2 Cor. x2. 19.

om And how Chriſt will take ic of you, to caſt out fromthe Mi- 
niſtr; or Communion of the Church, or to grieve and puniſh all 
thoſe that dare not conform to you in theſe matters; for fear of 
diſpleafing rhe Law-giver of the Church, wee beſeech you judge 
en your ſouls are molt ſeriouſly thinking of che day of your Ac- 
counts) by ſuch paſſages of Holy Scnprure as may fully acquaint you 
with his mind. Hee 1s himſelf a merciful High-Priett, a gracious 
Saviour, a tender Governour. Hee deſpiſeth nor the day of ſmall 
things, Zech, 4. 10.JHee feedeth bus flock like a Shepherd, hee gather - | 
ah hit Lambs with his Arm, and carrieth them in bis boſome, and. 

A braiſed reed 
w1ll hee not break, and the ſmoakeng Tor will hee not quench, Ifa. 42, 
3, Match.

Re- 
member with what render uſage hee created his weak imperfe& 
members upon earth, and when hee was aſcending to prepare a place

17, Go tomy Brethren, 
and [ay unto them, 1 aſcend up tomy Father, and your Fath:r, and to 
my God, and your God, And left you (hould iay,that hee will not own 
thoſe liccle ones, that (whether for Truths ſake, or for their infirmi- 
ties) do bear diſgracetul ticles in the world; Remember that at the 
day of udgement hee will ſay, {:aſmmch as you did it xor, er did ir, 
$0.06 of the leaſt of theſe my Brethren, you did it not, or did it unto mee, 
Mat. 25.40. 45. If his Ele& cry ro himday and night, though hee 
bear long, hee will avenge them, and thar ſpeedily, Luke 18. 75,8, 
Bear wi: h ns while wee add this terrible paſlage, Which wee once 
before made mention of, Mat. 18. 5, 6, [Who ſo ſhall yeceive one 
ſuch little childe in my name, recerveth mee; but whoſo ſhall of- 
fend one of theſe little ones that beleeve in mee, it were better for him 
that a Milſtoze were hanged about his neck, and that hee were dy owned 
i» the depth of the Sea.] Undoubredly if you conhider duly by ſuch 
paſſages, how Chriſt will rake ic ro have his ſervants nor onely not- 
viticed, nor-relieved, bur to bee afflicted, nor onely in body, bur in 
ſoul, with chat great affli&tion ro be calt our of the Miniftry , or 
Church, for an unavoidable diſſent in things indifterent, you will 
never joyn with choſe char (hall (trerch forth a hand againtt chem for 
ſuch a cauſe as rhis. - If yer the old pretence be made, char they ſuf- 
fer as Schiſmaricks, and diſobedient; wee mult ſay again, if any 
ſhall make men diſobedient by impoſing things unnecetlary, which 
they know are by learned, pious, peaceable men, elteemed fins a- 
eainſt the Lord, and then (hall rhus heavily affit th:m for che diſ- 
obedience which chey may eaflily cure by the forbearance of thoſe 
impoſitions; let not our ſouls come into their ſecret, nor our ho- 
nour be unired to their Aſſembly : If they (hall ſmice or caſt our a 
ſuppoſed Schiſmarixk, and Chriit ſhall finden able, holy, peaceable 
Miniſter, or other Ch:iftian, wounded, or mourning, out of doors, ler 
us nor be found among the Actors, nor ſtand among thzm in the 
day of their accounts, when tribulation ſhall be recompenced to 
the Troublers of beleevers, 2 T heſ.1. 6. 

1.4. Wee beſeech youalſo to conſider, that men have not their 
underſtandings art their own command, much leſs can they be com- 
manded by others, 1f they were never ſo willing to beleeve all thar 
is impoſed on them to bee lawful, they cannox therefore beleeve ir, 
becauſe they would, . the intelle& being nor free. And to diflemble, 
and ſay, and ſwear, and do, the things which they beleeve nor, is 
ſuch an aggravared hypocrifie (being in the matters of God, and 
joyned 
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joyned wich perfidiouſneſs) as wee may ſuppoſe cannot render them 
acceptable to any, that have nor renounced Religion and Humanity, 
much leſs ſhoul4 they bee conſtrained ro ir. And when ic 1s known 
thac mens judgements are aganlt che things impoſed, and thar penal- 
ties are no means adapred to the informing and changing of the 
judgement; bur to force men ro do the rhings they know, wee con- 
ceive they ſhould not bge uſed, and ſo uſed in the caſe of things 
in-ifferent, where chey are nor neceflary to the common good, and 
where the ſufferers, have never had fufhcient means to change their 
judgements. : 

If it be ſaid, char ir is their own fault, that their judgements are 
nor changed, and thar the means have been ſuffcienc, 

Wee anſwer, That it is cheir fault, is the peinc in queſtion, which 

the Sword can ealilier take for granted, chanche Tongue or Pen can 
prove: Bur if ic be [0, it 1s-rheir faulr, as ic 1s that they are the 
Sons of Adaw, varrakers of the common corruption of humane na- 
ture; and as it is their fault char hey are not all of che higheſt form 
inthe School of Chriſt. above the common 1gnorance and frailcies 
of beleevers, and that they are not all che molt judicious Dtvines of 
rhe molt {ubrile wits, and had noe the ſame education and ſociery 
ro advance your opinions, and repre'en: things to their underſtand- 
ings, juſt a3 chey are repreſented un:o yours. And if men muſt be caſt 
our of the Church,or Miniſtry, becauſe they are nor wiſer than ſuch 
learn2d men, as the Paſtors of the molt of rhe Reformed Churches, 
and as Hilderſham, Bay-e, Parker, Amts Dod, Ball, Nichols, and 
many ſuch others as have here raken - rhis conformity ro be a (im, 
how few, alas , how very few will there be left ! 
*And if ic be ſaid, char mendo willingly keep out the light. We muſt 
ſay, thac few men are obftinare againſt che opinions that rend to 
their eaſe an | advancement in th& world, and to ſave them from be- 
ing vilified as Schiſmaricks, and undone; and when men profeſs be- 
fore the Lord, rhar they do 1mparrially ſtudy and pray for knowledge, 
and would gladly know the will of God at the deareſt rarez wee 
mult again ſay, that thoſe men mult prove char they know the diſſen- 
tors hearts, becrer chan they are known to themſelves, that expe& 
co be beleeved by - charitable Chriſtians, when they charge them 
with w.lful ignorance, or obftinare reſiſting of che-rruth, 

15. And wee crave leave to a*k whether you do nor your ſelves in 
ſome things miſtake , or may not do ſo for. ought you know ? and 
whether your underſtandings are nor fill imperfe&,and all men differ 
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not in ſome opinions or other > And if you may miſtake in an 
thing, may it nor be in as great things as theſe ? can it be an—__ 
char wee ſhould all be paſt erring about the ſmalle$ Ceremonies 
and Crrcumſtances of worſhip 2 And then ſhould nar the conſaouſ- 
neſs of your own infirmity, provoke you rather ro compaſſionare 
humane frailty, than to caſt out your Brerhren, for as ſmall failings 
as your own? 

16. And wee furtheroffer to your conſideration, whether this be 
doing as you would be done by, would you be caſt our for every 
faulr that is as bad as this? and doth this ſhey that you love your 
neighbours as your ſelves ? Pur your ſelves in their caſe, and ſuppoſe 
that you had fudied, conferred and prayed, and done your beſt to 
know whether God would have you ro bh Re-ordained, to uſe theſe 
Forms or Ceremonies, or Subſcriptions , or not ? and kaving done 
all, you think char God would be diſpleaſed if you $:041d uſe 
chem, would you then be uſed your ſelves, as your diflenting Bre- 
chren ate now uſed, or arelike ro bee; love them as your ſelves, and 
wee will crave no further favour for them. 

I7.. Butnothing more afte&erh us, than corhink of rhe Lamen- 
table divifions, that have been cauſed and are fill like ro bee , 
whileft things unneceſlary are ſo impoſed : And on the contrary , 
how blefied an unity and peace wee might 1njoy if theſe occafions 
of diviſion were removed , and wee mig't bur have leave to ſerve 
God as his Apoftles did, As in Do&rinals , ten thouſand will ſoon» 
er agree in an Explicite belief of che Creed , than an hundredin an 
Explicite belief of all that Ockams or Scotus have determined ; So 
in the matters of Governmem: and worſhip ; Icis eaſier to agree u 
onl few rhings, than upon many , upon great and certain and necet= 
ſary things, than upon ſmall uncerrain and unneceſſary chings , and 
upon things that God himſelf hath revealed or appoinred , than up- 
on things chat proceed from noſurer an Original , than che wir or 
will of man. Theftrit prohibirion of adding ro or dimimihing from 
che things commanded by the Law-giver of che Church,Deme.1 23 +, 
doth pur ſuch a fear in the minds of mulrirudes of the loyal ſub» 
jeas of Chrift , leſt by ſuch additions or diminuriens in che marters 
of his worſhip , they ſhould provoke him to diſpleaſure , as will bee 
a certain perpetual hindrance ro any common unity or Concord , in 
ſuch humane impoſitions , of which many of the ſervants of the 
falous God will have a comtinual jealouhe, _ 
 Withgrieved hearts wee now rene che lamentable —_ 
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eccafoned already by theſe Impofitions , ever fince the Reſormati- 
on if che daies of King Edward 6th, and the grievous fruits of thoſe 
Diviſions | How they deſtroyed Charity ( the charaRer of Chrifts 
Diſciples ) and exaſperated mens minds againſt each other : How 
they corrupred mens prayers and other exerciſes of devorions, and 
made them pray and preach againfi one anocher : How their tongues 
were emboldned to the cenſuring of each other , one party calling 
the ocber, FaFious, Schiſmatical, Singular, and Diſobedienc; and 
the other calling them Ancichriſtan , Proud , Tirannical , Super- 
flitious , Perſecutors and Formaliſts : And ſuch language fill in- 
creaſing the uncharitableneſs and diviſions ; rill the increaſe of 
impoſing rizour on the one ſide, and of 1mparience vnder Sufferings 
on the orher tide , was too great a preparation to thoſe greater cala- 
micies which are yer bitrer to the remembrance of all whoſe inter- 
elts or pafſtons have not Conquered their humanity. And the conti- 
nuance of ſo much of the cauſes and effe&s , doth infallibly prove, 
that if the ſame impolitions bee ſerled upon us, the ſame 
Hearr-divifions will bee till continued : Brethren will diſdain the 
name and love of Brethren to each ocher 3 which yer Chrift himſelf 
by condiſcending and reproving love , vouchſaferh to them all. In- 
Read of loving one cnn wich a pure hearr, fervently, there will 
bee, if nor hating , yergrudging at one another , cenſuring and 
deſpiling one anorher; Which effe&s will fill increaſe their cauſe , 
and make one fide chink, char they are neceſſtared ro bee more 
rigorous in their Coercions , and the other chink that they are al- 
lowed to bee more cenſorious againſt choſe by whom rhey ſuffer, 

And how many thouſands on both fides by ſuch a fiream of 
tempeations , will undoubtedly bee- carried on in a courſe of Sin 
from day to day , and by hearc fin, and rongue fin, by Pulpir fins, 
or {ins in other parrs of Worſhip, will iſhonour God and provoke 
him roindignation againſt chem and the Land , wee may not with- 
out aſtoniſhment and gnef of hearr foreſee or forerell. 

And irs eahe to foreſee how the innocent will bee numbred wich 
the faulty , andthoſethar do bur feel cheir ſufferings ;, and the ſuf- 
ferings- of the Church on theſe occafions , and do but groan and 
figh ro God, and pray for ſnecour and deliverance , will bee 
thovght to bee guniry of diſcontent and fagion , and bringing the 
Government of the Church, and conſequently of the Kingdome into 
hatred or diflixe, and 19 their ſufferings will be increaſed : And hee 
vhat is commanded by che Laws of humanicy ro be —— 
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ſenſible of the Calamicizs of others, fnall. bee thought an 6ffender 
for being ſenhibl> of his own. its eahe to fore» ſee, how thoſe ex- 
preons in mens Serm »n5,07 Prayers,or familiar Confererice, which 
leem to any mii-unde:tancing, or ſuſpicious, or malicious heaters, 
co 19:1mare any ſenſe of ſufferings, will be carried to the ears of Ru- 
lers, andrepreſented as a crime 2 And nature having planted in all 
mzn an unwillingneſs to ſufter, and denied co all men a love of ca- 
lamicy, and neceijicated men to feel when they are hurt, and made 
the tongue and countenance the Index of our ſenſe; theſe Lffe&s 
will be unavoidable, while ſuch Impefirions are continued , and 
while a fear of finning will nor ſufter men to ſwallow and <1geRt 
them, and what wrong ſuch divifions abour Religion will be co the 
Kingdome; andto His Mazteſty, wee ſhall not mention, becauſe our 
Governours themſelves may berter undertiand its 
On the other fide, what univerſal eaſe, and peace, and joy 
would be the fruits of that harpy unity and concord, which rhe rea- 
ſonable fo:bearances which wee humbly peririon for, would certain- 
ly produce; how comfortable would our Minitterial labours bee, 
when wee had no ſuch temprarions, burdens, or diſquierments ? 
When wee lay not under the Reproofs of Conſcience, nor the ſuſpi- 
cions, or diſpleaſure of our Superiours, bur might ſerve the Lord 
withour diftration, and bee among his ſervants withour ſuch fears, 
(Phil. 1, 14. 1 Cor, 16. 10.) How much would the hands of the 
Builders be rengrhened for the work of God, when they ſpeak 
the ſame things, and there are no diviſions among them, but they 
are perfe&tly joyned together in the ſame minde and judgement, 
1 Cor, 1, 10. when they are like-minded, having the ſame love, be- 
ing of one accord, of one minde, doing nothing chrough Rife of vain 
glory, which will never be while the one calls che other fatious and 
ſchiſmatical, and the other calleth him ſuperfticious and rtyranniesl;

T is agrceableto nature and Religion , that the Burial of 
Chriftians bee folemnly and decently pertormel , as to 
the caſes; Whether the Corps ſhall bec carried firſt into rhe 
Church , thatis to bee buried in the Churchyard? And 
whether it ſhall bee buried betore the Sermon , Reading, ot 
Prayer, or after , or inthemidlt of the reading, or whether any 
Prayer ſhall bee made at the grave, for the living, Let no 
Chriſtians uncharitably judge one another about thele things,: ler 
no people keep up groundleſs uſages, that being ſuſpicions, 
grieve their Miniſter and offend their Brethren. Let no Miniſter 
that ſcrupleth the ſatisfying of peoples ungrounded delires ay uch 
. things

things, bee forced to do it abainſt his Conſcience , and let M:- 
niſters chat douſe any of theſe Cultomes or Ceremonies, have 
liberty, when they ſuſpect chat the people defire them upon 
ſome Error , ro profeſs againlt that Error , and tcach the peo- 
ple better. 

Whether the Miniſter come with the Company that brings 
the Corps from the houſe ; or whether hee meet them » or re- 
ccive themat the burial plac? , isto bee lctt to his own diſcreti- 
on. Bur while hee is with them , let him gravely diſcourſe of 
mans Mortality , and the uletul rruths and qdutics thenceto bec 
inkcrred : And either at the Grave , or in the Reading place, or 
Pulpit, by way of SermÞny according to his diſcretion. Let him 
(at leaſt 1f it bee deſire) ) inſtruct ana exhort the people concern- 
ing death , and the lite to come, and their nccellary prepara- 
tion. Sceing the (peQtacle ot Mortality , and the (caſon of 
mourning » do tend to prepare men for aſobcr conſiderate emer- 
rainment of ſuch Inſtructions, and hee may read luch Scriptures 
as may minde them of Death, Rcſurredion, and Erernal life , 
as 1 Cer, 15. or from werſ. 10. ro theend , And Job 1,21, & 19. 
25, 26, 27. John 11. 25, 26. 5.28, 29, And his Prayer ſhall 
bee ſuited to the occaſion. 

When ever the Rain, Snow, or Coldneſs of the ſeaſon, make 
itunbcalthftul ro the Miniſter or People to ſtand ont of doors WO 
laſt then, let the Reading » Exhortation , and Prayers, bce 
uſcd within the Church.

diligence bee uſed {cr the inſtruQtion, and reformation of Scar- 
dalous cflenders , wh m the Miniſter ſhall not fufter to parrake 
ofthe Lords Tabic , until they have openly declared themſelves 
ts have truly repemced and amended their tormer nanghty lives , 
provided there bee place for due appealsro Superiour Powers. 

And the law of Chriſt commanucth, if thy Brother tr ſpaſs 2- 
gajnſt rthee,go and tell lima his tauljes berween him ant thee alone, 
it hee ſhall = thee , thou haſt gained thy Brother , bur if hee 
will not hear thee, then take to thee one or two more , thac 
in the mouth ot two or rhrce witnefles ; every word may 
bee Eſtabliſhed , and it hee ſhall negle& ro hear chem , cell ic un- 
rothe Church , but if hce ſhall neglect ro hear che Church, ler 
him bee unto thee as a Heathen man , or as a publican. Mat, 
18. 15, 16, 17. And it is the office of the Paſtors of whe ſeveral 
Congregations, not only to teach the people in General , and 
guide them in the Celebration of the publick Worſhip, bur alto 
re over-ſce them , and: watch over cachk member of their flock 
particularly , to preſerve them from Errours, Herefies , Diviſt- 
ons» and other fins, defending the truth, 'confuting gain-ſayers, 
and (educers , inftrufting the Ignorant , exciting the Negligent , 
incourageing the Deſpondent, comforting the AffiQed , con- 
firming the weak, rebuking and admoniſhing the diſorderly and 
{candalous, and directing all according to their needs 1n the 
matters of their Salvation, and the people inſuch needs ſhould 
have ordinary recourſe to. them , as the officers of Chriſt, for 
guidance, and reſolution cf their doubts , and for afhſ(tance in 
makingtheir ſalyationſure ; and in proving » maintaining g-or 
reſtoring the peace of their conlciences, and ſpiritual comfort. 

If thereforeany member of the Church bee a ſcandalous finner, 
and the Crime bce cither notorious or fully proved, let the Paſt-. 
or admoniſh him , and ſet before him the particularcommand 
of God which hee tranſgreſſcth , the ſupream Authority of God 
which hee deſpifeth, the promiſes and mercies, which hce treads 
eth under four, and the curſe and dreadtul condemnation, which 
hee draweth upon himſelf , let this bee done with great compal- 
fion and tender loye tothe cftenders ſoul , and with gravity, re- 
yerent , and ſcrious importunity , as beſeemeth men imployed 
onthe behalf of God , forthe ſaving of a ſoul, and yer with 
judgement , and cautelous prudence , not takitg that for fin

but as ordinary humane frailty , nor dealing as uaceyerently 
With a Superiour as With an infcriour, nor making that pubiick,

thoſe whothrough drink or paſſion are incapable of the benchac , 
nor yct offending by baſhtulneſs or the fear of man,or lukewarm- 

[nels, negligence, or ſligating over great offences, onthe other 
extream. | 

F Prudencealſo requireth them to bee cautclous of over-med1- 
iag , where the Magiſtrates hovour , or concernment, or the 
Churches unity , or peace , or rhe reputation of others, or the 
intereſt of cheir Miniſtry requireth them to forvear. 

Theſe Cautions obſerved , If the ſcandalous offenders corgi- 
nue impegtten!, or unreformed, atter due admonitiens and pati- 
ence, let the Paſtor in the Congregation whea hee 1s preſent re- 
buke him before all , that the Church may ſufficiently diſowa 
the Crime,and othcrs may [ce the gdiouſneſs & danger of the (in, 
Butiletthis alſo bee with the lovezand ſeriouſneſs, aud prudence , 
betore mentioned, 

If the cfiender in obRinacy will not bee there, the Paſtor 
may open the crime before the Congiegation; And prelent or ab- 
ſeat ( incaſe hee remain impenitent ) it the cafe will bear ſo long 
delay, -it is convenient , that the Paſtor pablickly pray for his 
conviction, and repenrance , that hee may bee Saved. 
|  Andthis hee may doone, oriwo, or three, Or more daics , 
as the vature of the caſe, and prucience (ball dire him. 

It during theſc mcans for his Recovery (after the proof of the 
Crime )chere bee a Communion of the Church un the Lords Sup- 
per, Let the Paſtor require h'm ro forbear and nat ſuffer him to 
partake of the Lords Tabic. 

It yet the oftcnder remain impenicent, let the Paſtor openly 
declate him ugmect tor the Communion of the Church , and re- 
quire him ro ablain fromit, and rcquire the Churchto avoid, 
Communion with him. And let him binge him by the-denouns» 
ciations of thc threatings of God ,- againft the impenitent, 

Bur before this is done, let no necetiary conſultation , with 0- 
ther Paſtors, -or -concurrence, of the Church bee neglefted » 
And alter let-there b:c place f2r due appeals, and let Miniſters 
confer to give accauiit When they are acculed of Mal-adminiſtra-

But if after private Admonition (while the offence is ſuch, as 
'r&quireth not*publick confeſſion ) che Sinner bee penirene,, ler 
the Miniſter privately apply to his Conſotation the promiles of 
the Goſpel,with fuch cautclous prudence as is moſt ſuitable to his 
condition , 

Aqd ifhee repent not till afcer publickadmonicion, or that the 
{candall bee fo great and notorious, as that a publick confeſli- 
on is neceſlary , let him at a ſeaſonable time appointed by the 
Paſtor , with remotlſe of conſcience , and truecontrition , con- 
fe(shis fin before the Congregation, and heartily lament it, aud 
clear the honour of his Chriſtian proteſhon, which kce had ſtayn- 
ed, and crave the prayers of the Church to God for pardon, 
and reconciliation through Chriſt, and allo crave the Miniſterial 
Abſolution and reſtauration, to the Communion of the Church , 
and proteſs his relolution to do ſo no more ; but roſlive in new 0+ 
bedicuce ro God , deſiring allo their prayers tor Corroborating 
and preſerving grace. 

Ic is anly a credible profeſſion of repentance, that isto bee ac- 
cepted by the Church, 

The foregoing Cautious mult bee carctully obſerved inſuch 
confeſſions , that they bee not made to the injuring of the Magi» 
ſtrate, or of the Church, or of the reputation of others, or of rhe 
Life, Eſtate, or Liberty of the offender. , or to any other ſhame 
than is neceſſary to the manifeſting of his repentance, and the 
clearing of his Profeſſion, and the Righting of arty that hee bath 
wronged , and the honour y and preſervation of the Church, 

When hee hath made a credible profeſſion of repentance, Ir 
is the Paſters duty, Minilterially to declare him pardoned by 
Chriſt,but in conditional rerms| It his repentance be lincere And to 
abſolve him from the cenſureot non Communion w.th theChurch, 
if he was under ſuch a cenſure betore his penicence,and to declare 
him meet for theirCommunionand to encourage him to come , 
and require the Chnrch to entercatn higa yato their Communion 
with gladne(s, and not upbraid him with his f.ll, but rejoyce 
in his recovery , and endeavour his confirmation and preſervati- 
on for the timeto come: And it is his duty accordingly to admit 

him to!Communion, and theirs to bave loving Communion 
wich him: All which the penitent perſon , muſt beleevingly, 
lovingly, 8& joyfully receive.But if any, by Notorious perfidion{-
